INTRODUCTION 


"And we also bless thy holy Name for all thy servants 
departed this life in thy faith and fear; beseeching thee to 
grant them continual growth in thy love and service.” 

The Book of Common Prayer 


Bruton Parish Church and its churchyard reflect the 
social and religious history of the city of Williamsburg from 
the seventeenth century to the present. The church 
building, which has been in active use since its completion 
in 1715, stands in the sacred precincts set aside nearly a 
century earlier for the Anglican community to bury their 
dead. An occasional burial of ashes still occurs in the 
churchyard. 

A walled-in churchyard surrounding a church is an 
unusual sight to modern visitors accustomed to cemeteries 
some distance from the center of town, a custom begun in 
the nineteenth century. But to the Britisher of the seven¬ 
teenth and eighteenth centuries, transplanted to colonial 
Virginia, a churchyard adjacent to the house of worship was 
part of a familiar tradition dating back to the Middle Ages. 

Northwest of the present church, near the center of the 
yard, granite posts mark the foundations of a 1683 small 
buttressed brick church in Jacobean style which proved too 
small for the influx of people after the seat of government 
was moved from Jamestown to Williamsburg in 1699. This 
church was the first to be called Bruton, a name taken from 
the town overlooking the River Brue in Somerset, England, 
the ancestral home of the Ludwells and Berkeleys, two 
families that were prominent in the early years of the parish. 

Visitors to Bruton's churchyard are always impressed by 
the diversity of styles, shapes, and sizes of the grave 
markers, which date from the seventeenth century to the 
present. The Parish Register records 260 burials prior to 
1700, but records are so scarce from the seventeenth 
century that it is impossible to estimate how many are 
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Tombstones in the Churchyard 


buried in the yard. The oldest dated tombstone is that of 
rhomas Ludwell (No. 78), who died in 1678. There is 
evidence that even this marker was placed in the church¬ 
yard at a later date. Most visitors leave the churchyard with 
a sense of peace after seeing these markers from the past 
and present among the lovely blooming shrubs and ancient 
trees. 

The social implications of the old churchyard are signifi¬ 
cant. Merchants, plantation owners, small farmers, skilled 
craftsmen, and distinguished professional men and women 
are honored with markers. And there are elegant memo¬ 
rials to British governors and Virginia public officials next 
to government-issued burial markers for Confederate 
soldiers. There are also grim reminders of our two world 
wars. In colonial times, memorials and/or burials inside 
the church building were often reserved for wealthy and 
influential families. Nineteen gravestones can he seen 
within the church; forty-three burials have been identified. 

The visitor to Bruton Parish who is interested in social, 
political, religious, or genealogical history, either at the 
local or the national level, will find Bruton’s church 
building and churchyard treasures to be studied and 
enjoyed as living records. They are witnesses to the con¬ 
tinuity of Christian worship that has been present in 
Williamsburg since its beginning. 


A NOTE TO THE READER 

The following inscriptions are not reproduced exactly as 
they appear on the stones because archaic practices such as 
the use of the long “s", “I" interchanged for "J”, etc., were 
not followed. Abbreviations, spelling, and punctuation, 
with these exceptions, are recorded as inscribed. 

Material included within brackets is no longer visible but 
could still be read in 1929 when Bishop John B. Bentley 
prepared his report "A Copy of the Inscriptions Found on 
the Stones in the Church Yard and Church and An Index 
of Names.” Space left blank within brackets indicates 
material that was not visible in 1929.
